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INTRODUCTION 


The establishment of the Modern Records Centre in October 1973 may be 
seen as an indirect but logical result of the work which was to all intents and 
purposes begun by Sidney and Beatrice Webb in the late nineteenth century. 

In the course of their extensive and pioneering labours on the history of indust- 
rial relations the Webbs established one of the most important research collec- 
tions in the United Kingdom, ensuring by the existence of their own collected 
sources within the British Library of Political & Economic Science its enduring 
pre-eminence for those following in their particular fields of research. Other 
centres and collections, of course, already existed or have subsequently devel- 
oped, such as the Bishopsgate Institute, the Co-operative Union Library, Congress 
House Library and the Scottish labour sources deposited in the National Library 
of Scotland, but amongst them the BLPES had and will always occupy a special 
place. 


In the context of this introduction it would not be appropriate to develop a 
historiography of labour history and related topics, but the survey begun in the 
early 1960's by Miss Doris Crowther, a former librarian of the TUC, can be 
pointed to as evidence of a growing post-war concern that too little had been 
and was being done to safeguard the sources which the Webbs had discovered 
and had identified as being particularly vulnerable to losses occasioned by amal- 
gamations, office moves and general attrition in the hands of those who might 
not always realise the significance of the documents in their care. To these hazards 
have been added those deriving from war, notably bombing and salvage drives, 
and a further dislocation of settled office arrangements, which continued into 
the post-war period with the movement of some organisations to new Offices, 
sometimes in completely new localities. Miss Crowther’s survey, carried out in 
association with the TUC, for the National Register of Archives maintained by 
the Royal Commission on Historical Manuscripts, was therefore a very important 
initiative towards making good some of the deficiencies both in information about 
and provision for a somewhat neglected class of records. Unfortunately this sur- 
vey was cut short by her untimely death after she had been able to visit only a 
few dozen unions. The check-lists deriving from her survey, available in the 
National Register of Archives, are still of use and in the case of records inspected 
by her, which have been deposited a decade and a half later, it has been instruc- 
tive to compare her findings with those of the Centre. A short article describing 
Miss Crowther’s work will be found in Bulletin 13 of the National Register of 
Archives (HMSO, 1964, pp. 26-9) and the categories of records which she estab- 
lishes there are of use to those faced with the sometimes extensive surviving 
records of a long established union. 


The premature ending of her survey and the general upsurge of interest in 
surveying ‘new’ historical sources which characterised the 1960’s provide the 
context in which the Modern Records Centre came into being. Those interested 
in further details should consult a paper by George Sayers Bain and Gillian B. 
Woolven, ‘The primary materials of British industrial relations’ which appeared 
in vol. IX, no. 3 (November 1971) of the British Journal of Industrial Relations. 
From the archival point of view some reservations might be made about the 
definition of primary materials adopted in this paper, but the general discussion 
provides a necessary preliminary to understanding the aims of the Centre in its 
historical context. 


It was against such a background that a number of academics at the University 
of Warwick, including Dr. (now Professor) Bain, drew up proposals which were 
submitted to the Leverhulme Trust Fund for a search and rescue operation con- 
centrating on sources for the history of industrial relations, but also extending 
more generally into the fields of political, social and economic history. A gener- 
ous grant was received from the Trust, allowing for the appointment of two 
professional staff and a records assistant for an initial period of four years, the 
project being based in the University Library and in fact forming the manuscripts 
department of that Library, | once accessions began to be received. After the 
termination of Leverhulme Trust Fund support, the Centre will continue to 
operate as a permanent department of the University Library. From the beginning 
its holdings have, subject to any restrictions imposed by depositors, been readily 
available to all serious researchers, whether or not they are members of the Univ- 
ersity or hold academic qualifications, although in practice most researchers have 
been from academic institutions. As will be seen from the main body of the Guide, 
the other areas of activity for which the Centre can provide historical sources, 
in addition to industrial relations, relate principally to national pressure groups, 
West Midlands politics, the extra-parliamentary left and certain aspects of the 
role of women in work and society. There are in addition some other accessions, 
such as the manuscript sermons of the Rev. Silas Hocking and research papers 
towards the life of John Trevor, founder of the Labour Church, which do not 
fit readily into these categories, but which are significant sources for social 
history in its widest sense. 


As will be seen below, the attempt to secure deposits of records in the area 
of labour history has been systematic. Concentration on this particular subject 
area has necessarily entailed a more opportunistic approach in other subject 
fields, following up contacts as they presented or suggested themselves, and also 
seeking records related to those already held by the Centre or to material in 
the Library. Having such a wide national coverage, the Centre’s activities have 
been markedly different from those of the South Wales Coalfield Project, which 


preceded it, where concentration was on a geographically limited area of 
unique working class culture. It has been noticeable that even within its first 
four years the existence of the Centre has attracted some deposits without any 
initial effort on the part of its staff, but one can scarcely hope for a repetition 
of the multiple accessions accruing from contact with the director of one 
national pressure group, who provided also his own papers as chairman of the 
local branch of another organisation and as a member of its national executive, 
introduced the Centre to another pressure group which was housed in the same 
building as his own and produced, for copying, the papers of a great aunt who 
had been a pioneer woman factory inspector. As a final bonus from this single 
contact the archives of the organisation of which he was director included sub- 
stantial documentation of another organisation which had been merged with it 
some 25 years earlier! Welcome suggestions have been forthcoming from other 
organisations within the archive field such as the Royal Commission on Historical 
Manuscripts, and the Modern Political Records Project, * with which a valued 
link was maintained by the presence on the Centre’s Advisory Committee of the 
senior research worker on the Project throughout its existence. 


In relation to ceeking records complementary to the existing holdings of the 
Library, two examples are particularly noteworthy, the Howard League and the 
extra-Parliamentary left. In 1966 the University Library purchased the historical 
portion (pre-1948) of the Library of the Howard League for Penal Reform. A 
small group of manuscript material and ephemera which was acquired as part 
of this purchase and transferred to the Centre prompted an approach by the 
Centre to the League, which has resulted in the deposit, not only of the League’s 
surviving minute books, 1927-55, but also of the minutes and some publications 
of the National Council for the Abolition of the Death Penalty, which merged 
with the League in 1948. A year after the Howard League acquisition, the Library 
purchased the Maitland/Sara collection of Socialist, Marxist and Trotskyite groups’ 
pamphlets, which included a small amount of archival or quasi-archival material. 
This was transferred to the Centre and has stimulated the acquisition by purchase 
or deposit of more recent material from similar left-wing bodies. 


Pressure eroups,> as distinct from charities or specifically political bodies, have 
been and remain an interest of the Centre, and it is particularly concerned that 
the records of ad hoc groups which coalesce on a particular issue should not be 
destroyed when their work is finished. It has been the Centre’s experience that 
negotiations in this field do not always reach a rapid or positive conclusion, but 
efforts will continue to be made to add to those records already received. It 
will be noted that in two cases, Amnesty International and the Anti-Concorde 
Project, the material received consists wholly or primarily of published (including 
ephemeral) documentation. The reasons for this differ, but in both cases it was 
felt better to be able to offer the researcher a reasonably complete series of 


published documentation than no sources at all. 


The number and range of pressure groups represented by accessions in the 
Centre is not yet large enough for patterns to be discerned; three, the Howard 
League, NACRO and RAP, relate to penal matters; two, DIG and the Simon 
Community, to welfare, and one, the Anti-Concorde Project, to planning and 
environmental issues. The Centre’s interest in pressure groups in these latter 
areas is to some extent limited by the specifically local context in which some 
groups operate, which means that their records would normally fall within the 
province of a local record office. 


Whilst not adopting a totally self-denying policy, the Centre has always tried 
to take into account the pattern of record collection established in the West 
Midlands and elsewhere by the existing network of mainly local record offices 
and the Centre intends to maintain this ‘tradition’ of co-operation. It is for this 
reason that it has collected relatively few business records. During its first four 
years some records have been transferred to other repositories and negotiations 
conducted which have resulted in direct deposits (details of these have been given 
in the appropriate Annual Reports). 


Because the Centre has to date concentrated particularly on labour history 
sources and trade union records form the major part of its holdings, it was thought 
appropriate to devote a major part of this introduction to a consideration of the 
records of organised labour in the light of the Centre’s experience in trying to 
ensure their preservation. In conjunction with the University Library, circular- 
isation of trade unions, employers/trade associations and other bodies in the 
area of industrial relations was carried out between November 1973 and February 
1974. A request was made for publications for the Library and attention was 
drawn to the recent establishment of the Modern Records Centre as a repository 
for archives, with the offer of advice from its staff to any organisation approached 
which had a records management problem. The first positive response was received 
from the National and Local Government Officers Association, who offered for 
deposit their older, non-current records, especially material originating with the 
National Poor Law Officers Association and the British Gas Staff Association. In 
the spring of 1974 follow-up letters were sent to selected organisations and since 
that date the two Project Officers have been engaged in following up contacts, 
inspecting records in situ, discussing and arranging deposits, organising incoming 
deposits and beginning the long task of cataloguing the Centre’s accessions. 


To date over 150 accessions have been received, representing deposits from 
approximately 40 trade unions, including material representing over 60 constit- 
uents of these unions, 4 from trade union confederations and 2 groups from 
local trades councils. In addition records of over a dozen political organisations 
(including local political parties) are held. The Centre has also received 4 groups 


of records from employers’ organisations (this figure includes the Institute of 
Personnel Management), 7 groups of business records (including some material 
from factories occupied by their workers), and papers from over 30 individuals 
(some of which relate closely to political or other organisations with which they 
were involved). 


Some trade unions which did not respond by depositing their papers indicated 
that they were developing or planning to develop records management within 
their own office. For example, the National Union of Teachers, which has a 
Librarian, has also engaged an archivist for a limited period and the Executive 
Committee of the Union of Post Office Workers has taken a decision to retain 
some non-current records at head office. In this case responsibility for these papers 
has been placed with the Research Officer and the staff of the Modern Records 
Centre have provided advice on the preservation and conservation of this material. 
Similarly the EC’s of the Tobacco Workers’ Union and the Bakers’ Union both 
took decisions to preserve their own records at union headquarters. Other unions 
whose records were listed by Doris Crowther still hold their archives at the 
union’s headquarters, amongst them the ETU, the CAWU (APEX) and NATSOPA. 


Many of the trade unions in existence today are the result of complex amal- 
gamations which have sometimes had a marked effect on the survival of records 
from the constituent organisations. A large, modern trade union such as the 
Association of Scientific Technical and Managerial Staffs (ASTMS) has as its 
predecessors ASSET (originally the National Foremen’s Association), the 
Association of Scientific Workers, the Guild of Insurance Officials and the 
Medical Practitioners’ Union. Its archive should include — and in this case does 
— papers from all these unions. However, there are other organisations which 
have neglected or never acquired the records of their own constituents. Two 
small decorative-glassworkers organisations transferred engagements to the 
Sign and Display Trades Union in 1949, but although a substantial quantity 
of material has been received from the S&DTU, nothing has been located from 
these transferring unions. Similarly many unions which transferred engagements 
to the T&GWU are not currently represented in the deposited archive. In cases 
where a union dissolved and its members rejoined another organisation on an 
individual basis, records of the dissolved organisation are especially vulnerable. 
The Railway Telegraph Clerks Association dissolved in 1911, when the majority 
of its members joined the Railway Clerks Association, and virtually no records 
of the RTCA have been traced to date. 


Although the quantity of trade union records received may seem extensive, 
it should be placed within the perspective of two hundred years of labour 
organisation. From 1892 (from which date statistics are available) through to 
1972, some 6,000 trade unions have been in existence 4 many of them leaving 


no documentary trace other than an isolated rule book or membership card 
and perhaps correspondence in the surviving files of third parties. Deposits 
from national trade unions in England in record offices other than the Modern 
Records Centre are disappointingly rare.” Records of some locally based trade 
unions have been deposited in local record offices — for example the Northern 
Counties Carpet Trade Association papers are in the Halifax Public Library, 
but sadly these deposits are all too few in number and in many cases it is un- 
likely that archival material has survived.® 


The unions which have deposited records in the MRC may be broadly class- 
ified as craft, compound or amalgamated, general and white-collar trade unions.” 
For each category there is a certain distinctive style of organisation which is 
apparent even through the often limited quantity of surviving records. Although 
the distinction which is to be made between these organisations is not absolute, 
it nonetheless remains useful as a guide to the categories of records which may 
have survived. Each organisational form has its own distinctive administration; 
the style of the secretariat, the size of the office staff, the efficiency and detail 
which were necessary to the union’s smooth operation, and the relative sophist- 
ication of publications and circulars are all factors which relate closely to the 
period of the union’s development and its area of membership. 


The function of the early craft trade unions was often as much to provide 
friendly as it was trade benefits. The men who joined such organisations tended 
to be relatively well-paid and well-educated, so that the papers deriving from 
these unions reflect a concern with the formalities of membership (fees would 
tend to be high), with the development of union funds and with the payment 
of benefits. The best examples of the kind of documents which were produced 
include the attractively bound minute books with detailed manuscript accounts 
of meetings which quite commonly survive from some of these unions. Because 
of the need to regularise accounts, membership and financial records were of 
considerable importance. In many unions, the local branch secretary was res- 
ponsible for completing a periodic return to head office, sometimes including 
a wealth of detail regarding membership in his locality and in some cases, espec- 
ially the building trade unions, these returns were bound into large volumes, 
some of which survive in the union’s archive. In the case of the Amalgamated 
Society of Carpenters and Joiners which, like the Amalgamated Society of 
Engineers, had a number of overseas branches, there are records of branch 
members, with further particulars, for branches in the United States, in South 
Africa and in Australia. Blacklists are sometimes found — for example in the 
records of the Operative Stonemasons’ Society (1834-6) and in the records of 
the (Provincial) Typographical Association where there is a ‘black book of 
unfair hands’ ® or reference register. Accounting records and details of monies 
received and paid were often published, either as annual audited accounts 
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or as a part of other printed and published reports, and in only a few cases 
do manuscript ledgers or account books survive for the period prior to 1919. 
Annual reports (which were printed) tend to give detailed financial data, very 
often branch by branch, together with membership statistics and any other 
relevant financial information (for example regarding strike funds). 


Other reports, which would be issued more frequently and which would be 
widely circulated amongst the membership, included information on all aspects 
of the union’s work. Such reports might contain an entry from the union’s 
main office; or a summary of major committee meetings; statements of account, 
trade information and reports on branches, including strike reports; details 
regarding defaulters or persons who passed themselves off as union members 
in order to claim benefits (especially ‘tramp’ pay); reports on conferences or 
elections or on voting on particular resolutions. Addresses of meeting places 
or of branch secretaries would sometimes be given to assist ‘tramps’. These 
reports vary considerably in the amount of detail which they supply, and 
although it sometimes seems that information is less forthcoming the more 
established the union becomes, this is by no means always true.? Runs of reports 
are generally not available prior to the 1830’s, even for unions such as the 
Friendly Society of Iron Moulders which can trace its origins back to 1809. It 
seems probable that the illegal status of trade unions prior to the repeal of the 
Combination Acts, and their uncertain position in the years which followed, 
would have deterred systematic or widespread circulation and preservation of 
reports of this kind. 


The records of the compound, amalgamated unions which were established 
in the years around the First World War follow closely the pattern established 
by their craft predecessors. It is from around this time that manuscript minutes 
are replaced by duplicated papers which were pasted or bound into volumes. The 
format of ledgers and publications does not change significantly, although.at 
least one trade union leader felt that the development of the larger amalgamated 
unions would increase the likelihood of archive retention. 
“It .. .means expansion and making permanent use of things that are 
otherwise lost from period to period. It means archives, statistics, etc. 
It is disappointing to note that comparatively little of the correspondence of these 
unions prior to 1945 has survived: A complete run of copy letter-books of 
items sent out over the General Secretary’s signature has been received from 
the Amalgamated Society of Woodworkers, covering the years 1916 (ASC&J) - 
1965 with approximately 400 items per year, and substantial documentation, 
including correspondence, has been retained from the Amalgamated Society 
of Railway Servants relating to the Taff Vale and Osborne cases. But, with 
these exceptions, relatively little correspondence has been located for the 
period prior to 1945. Of special interest then are the records of the Federation 
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of Sailmakers of Great Britain and Ireland, an organisation with membership 
concentrated in a few ports, with its headquarters in Hull until its demise in 
1926-7. This group of papers came to light almost 50 years after the Federation 
ceased its activities and is surprisingly ample. 


The general or labourers’ unions established from the last two decades of the 
nineteenth century do not have the rich and detailed archives of the craft organ- 
isations. Since membership subscriptions were kept fairly low and fewer friendly 
benefits were provided, less attention seems to have been paid to the maintenance 
of financial and membership records. As membership was in any case less stable 
than within the craft trade unions, administrative practice would need to be 
correspondingly more sophisticated if records of a standard comparable to those 
maintained by the craft unions were to be created. But the paucity of surviving 
records in this area — either deposited in the MRC or held elsewhere — suggests 
that less attention was paid to the formalities of administration. 


Very little genuine archival material has survived from unions of this kind. 
One has only to contrast printed items surviving from the National Builders’ 
Labourers’ and Constructional Workers’ Society with the wealth of records 
of the constituent unions of the Amalgamated Union of Building Trade Workers 
(the craft unions within the building workforce) to appreciate the extent of 
the losses. The Transport and General Workers Union has deposited the surviv- 
ing papers of its original constituents, but these are often printed rather than 
manuscript items; minutes, reports, journals or other publications, were issued 
to the membership often in large numbers and over a wide area, but, whether 
because of changes of office premises, or because the offices of these organisa- 
tions failed to preserve official sets of such material, the surviving runs of even 
these printed documents are quite rare. Although the material was published 
(and presumably subject to copyright) by the unions concerned, it is unusual 
to find it deposited with Copyright Libraries, and, whilst copies may have 
survived in the union’s regional offices, or with individuals, they are rare enough 
to justify treating printed material as archival, where there is no genuine manu- 
script material extant. J 


In contrast with the general unions, the white collar or civil service organisa- 
tions, which date from the years around the First World War, are represented 
by larger and more detailed archives. The years after 1945 have been a major 
period of growth for these organisations 12 and it isa period which can be 
documented not only by surviving minutes which are available in nearly every 
case, but by the substantial runs of correspondence which are often the 
major source of information on any one topic. It is here that one can find the 
record of transactions between branches and headquarters, between one 
official and another or between one union and another, information on which 
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an analysis of the union’s activities and its influence can be based. Particular 
mention should be made of the Post Office trade unions which, almost without 
exception, have proved their concern for documenting their activities, not 

only by encouraging work on their own history, but also by retaining much 

of the paper generated in the course of that activity — so that today extensive 
archives of the POEU, of SPOE, and of COPOU are held in the Modern Records 
Centre with some UPW records. Certainly it is true that white collar unions, 
whose officials will almost certainly have office experience before assuming 
their trade union positions — and who are in any case answerable to a member- 
ship which is used to receiving and processing quantities of paper as part of a 
daily office routine — show an interest in, and an aptitude for, records manage- 
ment which is of considerable value to the historian. The reliance of such argan- 
isations on labour legislation, comparative assessments of their position and 
researched claims against the employer can be contrasted with a tradition of 
shop floor organisational and bargaining strength in certain industrial situations. 
The documentation which remains from any organisation must be assessed in 
the context of such traditions if we are to understand where and why the most 
serious losses have occurred. 


Records of any union are probably most vulnerable at the time of an amal- 
gamation, or when the union is transferring engagements to another organisation. 
It seems likely that serious losses took place in such periods, and in the case 
where the major union took over another, smaller organisation, the records of 
the smaller unit seem, almost inevitably, to disappear. One of the more serious 
examples is the voluminous archive surviving from the NUR, which appears to 
originate for the most part with the Amalgamated Society of Railway Servaats. 
Very little has survived from the General Railway Workers’ Union and the 
United Pointsmen’s and Signalmen’s Society — and this case is not atypical 
in the pattern of union amalgamations. Recent contacts with organisations 
which are currently expanding through the assimilation of smaller unions have 
suggested that, even when continual archival attention is given to this problem, 
the relationship between the two groups may Often be sensitive to the point 
that officials of the larger organisation may be reluctant to propose or try to 
insist on joint records retention. 


It has often been recognised that the preservation of the records of a national 
trade union is by no means the complete solution to the problem of document- 
ing labour’s heritage. Increasing concentration on local studies encourages the 
researcher to seek out local trade union material which might supplement the 
fragmented documents which are available from national headquarters. In 
principle records having a strong local connection, whether they come from 
trade unions or other organisations, are directed to local record offices and it 
is only where personal contacts exist that West Midlands records have been 
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received in the Modern Records Centre. Other items of local interest have 
reached the Centre via the national trade unions, since branch or regional 
records are sometimes collected by headquarters. In some cases records orig- 
inating in one locality have a national interest — for example in the Plumbers’ 
Union, as in many early craft unions, one branch would undertake the role 

of Executive Committee for a period. As a result of local records being returned 
to headquarters, valuable items which otherwise might have been lost have been 
preserved and are held as an integral part of the national collection. 


Despite the increased awareness of the value of labour records, local material 
is especially subject to the risks of loss or destruction. Although branch records 
of trade unions are sometimes collected into county or city record offices, it 
is hardly ever the case that minutes or other documents originating with shop 
stewards committees are systematically preserved there. Assistance given to 
one local archivist during the course of this project was a forerunner to local 
work which has uncovered a rich layer of source material for historians in that 
area (see JB9) and it seems likely that similar work in some (although not all) 
other areas might yield comparable results. 


Relatively little success can be recorded by the Centre, or indeed any other 
repository, in attempts to secure the deposit of records of employers’ and 
trade associations. This is a situation which matches the relative paucity of 
published histories of such bodies. 13 However, attempts will continue to be 
made to add to the Centre’s holdings in this area. 


The shape of the Centre’s future activities and the physical provision for its 
existing holdings have been seriously affected by the present national economic 
crisis, the onset of which shortly followed the Centre’s foundation, and the 
particularly severe financial problems of universities at this time. Thus the in- 
clusion of a purpose-built Modern Records Centre within a Library extension, 
which in early 1973 could have been projected with reasonable confidence for 
the 1980's, now seems to be a goal unattainable in any forecastable future. To 
an older generation of archivists, this necessity of cutting one’s coat according 
to the cloth was a familiar problem to be lived with and the Centre has rapidly 
adjusted to provide the best possible conditions for archive accommodation and 
research provision in the light of prevailing circumstances. Every effort will con- 
tinue to be made by its staff to ensure that needless losses of valuable historical 
sources in its particular fields of interest do not occur in future as they have so 
often in the past, due to a combination of factors, amongst which must be included 
a lack of archival awareness on all sides. 


During its first four years the Centre has very much concentrated on field 
work to identify and secure the deposit of records, but throughout this time 
cataloguing has been undertaken and a number of final catalogues, as well as 
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interim check-lists, have been completed and copies sent to the National 
Register of Archives and other interested repositories. An Information 
Bulletin has been issued by the Centre quarterly since April 1974 and it 

is hoped that this will continue to be published, although not necessarily 
as frequently. The Centre’s Report for the Session (generally referred to as 
its Annual Report, the first of which was issued in late 1974) will continue 
and its Appendix will provide a means of bringing this Guide up to date 
until a supplement or revised edition is published. 


The purpose of this Guide is to provide an overall view of the principal 
holdings of the Centre, at the same time giving sufficient detail to enable 
the main record series within each accession to be identified. References 
are also given to major related sources located elsewhere. Each entry norm- 
ally takes the form of a brief introduction, with details of principal published 
histories or biographies, followed by a summary description of the records 
in the following order, minutes, financial records, correspondence, publica- 
tions, other categories of record. By way of explanation, rather than excuse, 
it should be stated that many of the entries in this Guide have inevitably 
been compiled before detailed cataloguing has taken place. Extended analysis: 
and description of the records concerned may well necessitate alteration of 
some of the details recorded in the following pages. 


It is important to note that special conditions regarding consultation apply 
to a number of accessions and that the description of material in this Guide 
does not necessarily mean that it is currently available for research. Enquiry 
beforehand by intending visitors to the Centre is always advisable. 


In conclusion, the compilers would wish to express their personal thanks 
to the Leverhulme Trust Fund for its generous response to the original prop- 
osals which enabled the Modern Records Centre to come into being. It is hoped 
that the contents of this Guide which follow will be seen as a justification of 
the Trust’s generosity. Thanks are also due to all the depositors and donors 
who have entrusted material to the Centre’s care and whose friendly and inter- 
ested co-operation has made so much of the work a pleasure. The support of 
the members of the Advisory and Academic Committees, both individually 
and collectively, has been of inestimable value, as has the co-operation of 
our Library and academic colleagues on campus. We owe a particular debt 
of gratitude to the two records assistants, Pat Ludgate and Pat Bowen, who 
have provided us with invaluable back-up throughout the first four years of 
the Centre’s work.

It is perhaps not surprising that records of the miners and cotton operatives’ 
unions have not been deposited. H.A. Turner in Trade Union growth, struct- 
ure and policy (London, 1962) points to the difference in the history and 
structure of these organisations compared with the craft unions. In the 

case of the cotton and mining unions the local society was of especial 
importance and the superstructure essentially federal. In such cases the 
work of records preservation will be rooted in a locality. Valuable projects 
of this kind have already been carried out in South Wales, Manchester and 
the North-East.

AMALGAMATED UNION OF ENGINEERING WORKERS (FOUNDRY 
SECTION) (MSS. 41) 


The Friendly Society of Ironfounders (founded in 1809), together with the 
Associated Ironmoulders of Scotland (whose forerunners dated from the 
1820’s) and the Amalgamated Society of Coremakers (founded in 1902 from 

an amalgamation of local societies), amalgamated in 1920 to form the National 
Union of Foundry Workers. 

Other foundry unions continued in separate existence, amongst them the 
London United Brass Founders’ Society (later known from around 1930 as 

the United Metal Founders’ Society), the Amalgamated Friendly Society of 
Plate Moulders and the Ironfounding Workers’ Association, all dating from 
around 1890. 

The Ironfounding Workers’ Association and the United Metal Founders’ Society 
merged with the NUFW in 1946 to form the Amalgamated Union of Foundry 
Workers, joined later by the Amalgamated Plate Moulders. In 1966, the AUFW 
transferred engagements to the Amalgamated Engineering Union and subse- 
quently became the AUEW Foundry Section.

The AUT was founded in June 1919, following a series of conferences, beginning 
in December 1917, of the Association of University Lecturers, which derived 
from the initiative of the Liverpool University Junior Staff Association founded 
in 1909.

A partial federation of engineering unions was established in 1890, but the 
CSEU did not assume its present title until 1936. It was joined by the Foundry 
Workers in 1944 and by the AEU in 1946.

The Council of Post Office Unions was established from the Post Office Trade 
Union Council in 1969 at a time when the Post Office was ceasing to be a part 
of the Civil Service and its employees were incorporated into a new Post Office 
structure. Its antecedents are to be found in the Postal and Engineering Depart- 
mental Whitley Councils which were established following the Whitley Report 
of 1917. It took over, on its inception, the records of these Councils which 

are included in the archive.

NATIONAL GUILD OF TELEPHONISTS (MSS.90) 


The National Guild of Telephonists, which broke away from the Union of 
Post Office Workers in 1928, aimed throughout its existence to represent 

the telephonist grades within the Post Office, also represented by the UPW. 
The Terrington Committee (established in 1951) felt that it was undesirable 
for a grade to be represented by more than one organisation, and from 1965 
the National Guild of Telephonists was under some pressure to accept amal- 
gamation with the UPW. Amalgamation was rejected at the NGT conference 
in May 1967, but negotiations for amalgamation continued until 1970 when 
the Post Office withdrew recognition from the NGT. Some of its members 
transferred to the UPW, and the name of the remaining organisation was 
changed to the Telecommunications Staff Association. The following records 
were deposited by Mr. J.E. Fitzgerald, former General Secretary of the NGT.

PLUMBING TRADES UNION (MSS.134) 


Founded in 1865 as the United Operative Plumbers’ Association, the Society 
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PLUMBING TRADES UNION (MSS.134) (Cont.) 


was depleted by the loss of its Scottish members in 1872 and again in 1891, 
but by the end of the century had established 184 lodges with more than 
10,000 members. It took in many local societies, one example being the East 
London Society of Operative Plumbers whose surviving records are included 
in this deposit. In 1920 the English and Scottish plumbers were re-united. 
Papers also survive pertaining to the National Operative Plumbers and Kindred 
Trades’ Union, otherwise known as the ‘Liverpool locals’, formed after the 
builders’ lock-out of 1924, and rejoining the main society in 1953. 


In 1931 the UOPA changed its title to the Plumbers’, Glaziers and Domestic 
Engineers’ Union and in 1946, following a reorganisation, the name was again 
changed to the Plumbing Trades Union. Some records survive within this 

deposit relating to the Heating and Domestic Engineers’ Union, which, despite 
years of negotiation by the PTU, merged with the National Union of Sheet 

Metal Workers in 1967. One year later the Plumbing Trades Union amalgamated 
with the Electrical Trades Union to form the Electrical, Electronic, Tele- 
communication and Plumbing Union.

Born out of the Linemen’s Movements in the 1870's, the Postal Telegraph and 
Linemen’s Movement was established in 1887. In 1896 the Amalgamated 
Association of the Postal Telegraph Department was established and in 1901 
this organisation merged with the Postal Telegraph and Linemen’s Movement 
to become the Post Office Engineering and Stores Association. In 1915 the 
Amalgamated Society of Telephone Employees merged with the E&SA and 
the name of the organisation was changed to the Post Office Amalgamated 
Engineering and Stores Association. In 1919 the name was again changed to 
the Post Office Engineering Union. 

The National Joint Committee of Postal Telegraph Associations was formed 

in 1896, comprising the Postal Telegraph Clerks Association, the Fawcett 
Association, the UK Postal Clerks Association and the Engineering and 

Stores Association. It represented the interests of the Post Office trade unions 
until the establishment of Whitleyism.

SOCIETY OF POST OFFICE EXECUTIVES (MSS.124) 


The Society of Post Office Engineering Inspectors was founded in 1910 and 
was linked with other civil service unions as affiliates of the Institution of 
Professional Civil Servants until 1938 when an independent headquarters 
was established. In 1942 the organisation was amalgamated with the Society 
of the Post Office Engineering Chief Inspectors to form the Society of 

Post Office Engineering Inspectorate. In 1947 some staffs from the Hull 
Telephone Corporation were assimilated and the name was changed to the 
Society of Telecommunication Engineers. This was amalgamated with the 
Telecommunications Traffic Association with effect from 1969 when the 
name of the organisation became the Association of Post Office Executives. 
An instrument of amalgamation was effected with the Society of Post 
Office Engineers in 1972 when the name of the organisation was again changed 
to the Society of Post Office Executives. In 1975 the Telecommunications 
Sales Superintendents Association transferred engagements to SPOE.

AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL (MSS.34) 


Amnesty International was established in 1961 with the primary object of 
mobilising public opinion in defence of men and women who are imprisoned 
because their ideas are unacceptable to the government of their country. Its 
headquarters in London issue a variety of background documents and 
commercial publications, periodicals and information sheets to further 

the work of the organisation. In 1974 it was agreed that, although Amnesty 
was to retain its archives, a comprehensive collection of Amnesty publications 
should be held in the Modern Records Centre. Many of the early publications 
were deposited at that time and current publications are regularly received. 

A history of AI by Thomas Claudius & Franz Stepan has been published in 
German : Amnesty International : Portrait einer Organisation (Munich, 1976).

ANTI-CONCORDE PROJECT (MSS.32) 


Following growing national and international concern about the possible effects 
of the sonic boom, the Project was founded in 1966, to oppose the development 
of the Anglo-French supersonic airliner. A major feature of its activity has been 
production of a large quantity of mainly duplicated publicity material, much 

of it reprinting and commenting on the views of both supporters and opponents 
of the Concorde. For the time being the extensive archives of the Project remain 
(partly in store) in the custody of its founder and secretary Mr. Richard Wiggs, 
Fairfield House, Biggleswade, Beds. The deposit in MRC comprises specimens 
of the Project’s publicity material described above, from 1967 onwards, an 
incomplete series of minutes of the Project’s Advisory Committee, 1969-74, and 
a small group of material from other sources. 


The context in which the Project operates is described in two paperback pub- 
lications : R. Wiggs, Concorde, the case against supersonic transport (London, 
1971) and A. Wilson, The Concorde fiasco (Harmondsworth, 1973).

HOWARD LEAGUE FOR PENAL REFORM (MSS.16)

1906, which were included in the pre-1948 section of the League’s library 
purchased by the University Library in 1966. This accession has been broadened 
by the deposit of surviving minute books up to 1955 and a small quantity of 
other records, as well as records of the absorbed National €ouncil for the 
Abolition of the Death Penalty.

TARBUCK PAPERS (MSS.75) 


The British section of the International Left Opposition was established during 
the years 1929-32, but was weakened in the early years of its existence by 
disunity. From 1934 to 1938 a series of splits took place, centred on the 
question of the independence of the Left Opposition. Various groups evolved 
and disappeared, but by September 1938 three distinct groups can be identified 
within the London area. The Marxist League (led by Harry Wicks and Hugo 
Dewar) had just joined with the Revolutionary Socialist League on the basis 
of the independent tactic. The Militant Group (led by D.D. Harber and 
Jackson) was an entrist group in the Labour Party, as was the Workers’ 
International League (led by Lee, Grant, Haston and Healy). There also 
existed the Revolutionary Socialist Party of Edinburgh, which was about to 
effect unification with the RSL. The Militant Group too went into the RSL 
and, under pressure from the International Secretariat of the Fourth 
International, discussions on unification of the two surviving groups, the 
Revolutionary Socialist League and the Workers’ International League, began 
in the early 1940’s. At a Fusion Conference, held in March 1944, the two organ- 
isations were formally linked to form the Revolutionary Communist Party 
which remained in existence until 1949. Its disintegration in that year led to 
the establishment of smaller groups, such as the Socialist Review Group, 
Operating within the Labour Party.

The firm was established in the first half of the 19th century by William 
Parnell; its rise to prominence as builders to architects of such eminence as 
William Butterfield and Sir Edwin Lutyens and for such national concerns as 
the LNWR appears to date from the 1850’s, when John Parnell, senior, son 

of the founder, developed the business, which gained a reputation for high 
standards of craftmanship. The firm was acquired in the 1960’s by Miller- 
Buckley Investments Ltd., the development and civil engineering company, 
which deposited the records in 1974. 

Yhe main constituent of the deposit comprises several series of financial records 
dating from 1881. On the evidence of surviving material at the Oliver Street 
yard and office from which selection was made, it would appear that correspondence 
older than ten years had been systematically destroyed and that Parnell’s filing 
system, even in its final form, incorporated few elements of classification.

TRIUMPH ENGINEERING Co. Ltd (MSS.123) 


This motorcycle manufacturer derived from the Triumph Cycle Co., set up as 
cycle factors in 1885 by Siegfried Bettmann, who established the company as 
cycle manufacturers in Coventry in 1888. After the firm had diversified into 
car production, the motorcycle side was acquired by the late J.Y. Sangster in 
1936, being sold to BSA in 1951. In November 1940 the Coventry works 

was destroyed by bombing and the present works at Allesley, near Meriden, 
was opened in 1942. In 1973 BSA was acquired by Manganese Bronze 
Holdings, which set up Norton Villiers Triumph to manufacture motorcycles. 
Out of the controversy over the proposed closure of NVT’s Triumph subsidiary 
and the subsequent sit-in has developed Synova Motors Ltd., trading as the 
Meriden Motorcyle Co-operative. The complex history of the undertaking 

has resulted in the destruction and dispersal of many of its records, for example 
in the blitz and as a result of BSA policy directives. More recently surviving 
minutes and recent records have been transferred to the liquidator of NVT. 
The records described below were received on deposit from the Meriden 
)otorcycle Co-operative in February 1976.

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WRAYS (ENGINEERS) Ltd. (MSS.103) 


This firm of automobile and light engineers, of 83 Priory Road, Kenilworth, 
was apparently engaged in aircraft-part manufacture in the 2nd World War. 
The box of records described below, which relates mainly to that period of 
the firm’s activity, was purchased at a sale of the property of the late A. Wray 
in Kenilworth, July 1975.

C.P. Allen, (1861-1930) was Liberal M.P. for the Stroud division of Gloucester- 
shire, 1900-18, a newspaper proprietor and barrister. The Centre holds copies 
of 15 letters to Allen, 1895-1913, including 5 from John Morley re speaking 
engagements. 


LADY ALLEN OF HURTWOOD (1897-1976) (MSS.121) 


Lady Allen’s career as a landscape-architect and her campaign for pre-school 
education, the welfare of young children and imaginative playground provision 
are described in her autobiography, Memoirs of an uneducated lady (London, 
1975). The papers listed below illustrate most aspects of her life and work, 
although some personal papers have been retained in the family and business 
records of her work as a landscape-architect have not survived. 

Papers of her late husband, Clifford Allen, the socialist and pacifist, are in the 
University of South Carolina Library.

Barrett (1877-1950) began his career in socialist journalism as editor of the 
Coventry Sentinel, 1908-10 (K. Richardson, Twentieth century Coventry (1972), 
pp.192-3). This accession, which was generously donated by his great-nephew 
Mr. Colin Barrett of Presteigne, mainly relates to Rowland Barrett’s life and work 
after leaving Coventry.

CLARA COLLET (MSS.29) 


Clara Collet (1860-1948), one of the first women to achieve a high position in 
government service, began her career as an Assistant Mistress at Wyggeston Girls’ 
School, Leicester (1878-85). After studying for three years, she worked with 
Charles Booth, and subsequently (1892) became Assistant Commissioner to 

the Royal Commission on Labour, then Labour correspondent and Senior 
Investigator at the Board of Trade (1893-1903; 1903-17). She continued her 
work with the Ministry of Labour until her retirement (1920) and sat on 

Trade Boards for a further eleven years. 

These copies of her papers reflect not only her professional interests and her 
preoccupation with women’s employment but also her own & family friendships 
— in childhood with the Marx family, and in later life with George Gissing, 

the novelist.

DEREK COOMBS (MSS.132) 


Derek Coombs, managing director of S & U Stores Ltd. and a political journalist, 
was Conservative MP for Birmingham Yardley from 1970 to February 1974. 
He successfully introduced an unsupported Private Member’s Bill for a relaxation 
of earnings rule in 1972 and was active on a wide range of issues relating to 
overseas, national and constituency matters.

Maurice Edelman (1911-75) was Labour MP for Coventry West, 1945-50, 
and for Coventry North (West) from 1950 to his death in December 1975. 
He was a fluent linguist, with a particular interest in French affairs, and a 
prolific writer, becoming known as a novelist as well as a politician. His 
deposited papers relate to his political career, especially from the later 1960's 
onwards, as his files have been systematically weeded throughout his career.

R. LEONARD FAGG, Post Office trade unionist (MSS.120) 


After 11 years in the Royal Navy, R. Leonard (Len) Fagg (1896-1973) began 
his career as a Post Office engineer. In 1918 he joined the Labour Party and 
shortly afterwards the Communist Party, which he left in 1926. In 1929 he 
was elected to the National Executive Committee of the Post Office Engineering 
Union, and took his place on the Engineering Departmental Whitley Council 
four years later. In 1934 he was promoted and joined the Society of Post 
Office Engineering Inspectors, where he continued his union activity, becoming 
a member of its NEC in 1941. His political activity had continued within the 
Labour Party and in 1952 he became prospective parliamentary candidate 

for Tunbridge Wells, where he fought the 1955 General Election and the by- 
election of 1956. However, ill-health forced him to curtail his wide-ranging 
activities and from 1959 ke cut back on his political work. He continued to 
show an active interest in SPOE until his death.

CHARLES FENBY (MSS.92) 


The distinguished career of Charles Fenby (1905-74) in journalism began in 
1926 on the Westminster Gazette and included the editorship of the Oxford 
Mail, the Leader Magazine and the Birmingham Gazette, and editorial 
directorship of the Westminster Press Group of provincial newspapers. Few 
papers relating to his journalistic career appear to have survived in his family’s 
possession. The main part of the deposit consists of material relating to his 
study of Oxford city politics and society in the early twentieth century, The 
other Oxford (London, 1970).

Sir VICTOR GOLLANCZ (MSS.157) 


This accession,’a very generous gift to the Centre by his daughters, consists of 
the personal papers of Sir Victor (1893-1967), rather than the archives of the 
publishing house which he founded in 1928, which remain with the firm, 
although in practice the two series may be found to overlap. In addition to 
his work as a publisher, Sir Victor was noted for his support of left-wing and 
humanitarian causes, in particular the Left Book Club, Save Europe Now 
Movement and the Association for World Peace. Amongst Sir Victor’s own 
writings were four autobiographical volumes, My dear Timothy (1952) and 
More for Timothy (1953), Journey towards music (1964), and the posthumously 
published Reminiscences of affection (1968). For the Left Book Club see 
John Lewis, The Left Book Club : an historical record (London, 1970). 


As the papers were only received in April 1977, it is not possible to give a full 
description in this Guide. They are estimated to total some 50 shelf feet and 
apparently comprise mainly, although not entirely, post-Second World War 
material. There are files of miscellaneous correspondence, arranged alphabetically, 
and files relating to Sir Victor’s German visits, his own literary works, letters 

to the press and political activity. The correspondents include members of the 
public and prominent literary and political figures, such as Sir Richard Acland, 
Harold Laski, Richard Church, Daphne du Maurier, Rose Macaulay, Edith 

Sitwell and T.S. Eliot. 


JOHN GREENWOOD, tool-maker (MSS.129) 


2 pocket notebooks kept by Greenwood, a tool-maker of Todmorden, mainly 
whilst working at Whiteheads torpedo works, Weymouth during the Great 
War. They record principally details of hours worked, rates, and wages received 
at Weymouth, with some later references, including to his move to the London 
area in 1930.

Sir JOSEPH HALLSWORTH (MSS.70) 


The first General Secretary of the Union of Shop, Distributive & Allied 
Workers, by which this deposit was made, Hallsworth (1884-1974) began 
his life’s work as a trade union official with the Amalgamated Union of 
Co-operative Employees and he was General Secretary both of that Union 
and of the National Union of Distributive & Allied Workers. His particular 
interests in the International Labour Office and the conditions of employ- 
ment of children and young persons are reflected in this deposit. 

His publications include : The working life of shop assistants (Manchester, 
1910) and Protective legislation for shop & office employees (1932, etc.).

WILLIAM HAMLING (MSS.136) 


Hamling (1912-75) was Labour MP for Woolwich West from 1964 to his death. 
Born in Liverpool, he was commissioned in the Royal Marines in 1941, and 

was a schoolmaster and lecturer. The accession described below derives from 

his contacts with a member of the University staff.

Rev. JOHN HUNTER HARLEY (MSS.60) 


After three years in the Congregational ministry, Harley (1865-1947) became a 
journalist and was active in Labour politics. He was president of the National 
Union of Journalists in 1911 and 1912.

The MSS. described below were purchased at auction in May 1976, 
deriving from the stock-in-trade of the theological booksellers, Charles Higham 
& Son, whose business was acquired by the SPCK early in 1976.

As a member 
of the Centre’s Advisory Committee, he has shown great interest in its devel- 
opment and deposited, or arranged the deposit of, a number of miscellaneous 
records, including tape recordings of his account of the emergence of the 

Papers remaining in his possession, 
which include a box of material relating to his mayoralty, 1945, and corres- 
pondence with the late Richard Crossman, have been promised to the Centre.

1953). Sara joined the Communist Party in 1923, but after increasing conflict 
with Party leaders he became associated with other Communist Party 
‘dissidents’ and was expelled, with members of this group, in 1932. He 

was active subsequently in the Trotskyist movement and the papers in this 
collection date from his break with the Communist Party and indicate 
something of his political activity in the subsequent period.

London organiser. He became organiser of the Anti-Internment League, 1972-3, 
and was a journalist with Red Weekly from 19734.

GEORGE RENSHAW (alias GEORGE MOORE) (MSS.104) 


George Renshaw, born in 1900 in Bethnal Green, London, was a Labour 
activist from his youth. In 1920 he joined the Communist Party of Great 
Britain and worked within the Minority Movement, producing such papers 
as the Railway Vigilant and the Busman’s Punch. During the General Strike 
he was a member of the Bethnal Green Strike Committee. He was, for some

years, on the industrial staff of the Daily Worker, and was sued for libel by 
Ernest Bevin for his criticism of Bevin’s role in the London bus strike of 1936. 
He retired in 1967 and died one year later.

Sir LESLIE SCOTT (MSS.119) 


Sir Leslie Scott (1869-1950) was Conservative MP for the Exchange division 

of Liverpool, 1910-29, Solicitor-General, 1922, and Lord Justice of Appeal, 
1935-48. Foremost amongst his many interests was the question of rural 
England and his name is perhaps best known to the public at large through 

the “Scott Report” of 1942 on rural land use (Cmd. 6378), the findings of 

the Committee of which Lord Justice Scott was chairman. 

This deposit of private papers, made by Lord Justice Scott’s sister, Lady Alan 
Pim, includes items representative of most aspects of Scott’s career and interests.

Her unofficial “business diaries” covering part of this 
period of her working life are the most significant portion of her surviving 
papers, which are held by the Centre in copy-form, the originals being in 

the custody of Mr Martin Wright, Director of the Howard League. She was 

a member of two official Commissions of Enquiry, into Concentration 
Camps during the Boer War, and into the WAAC in the Great War, and 
carried out other public work at national and local level.

Alderman SIDNEY STRINGER (MSS.24) 


Alderman Stringer (1 889-1969) was leader of the Labour majority on 

Coventry City Council from 1938 to 1967. He came to national notice in 

1954 when the City Council made its widely publicised decision to abandon 
civil defence, the motion being moved by Alderman Stringer.

Secretary of Coventry Trades Council.

Rev. JOHN TREVOR (MSS.143) 


The Rev. John Trevor (1855-1930), a Unitarian minister, was founder of the 
Labour Church.

As well as extensive 
research correspondence, especially related to the Johnsonian Baptists, 
amongst whom Trevor was brought up, and to his family connections, it 
includes volumes I, [I & IV of the Labour Prophet, the organ of the Labour 
Church, contemporary photographs of Trevor and his family, and two letters 
from Trevor himself.

HARRY WICKS (MSS.102) 


Born in 1905, Harry Wicks became a member of the Communist Party in 1920. 
He worked on Victoria Station, London and was editor of a rank and file 
railwaymen’s paper, the Victoria Signal. In 1926 he was elected to the Central 
Committee of the Young Communist League and in the following year he was 
selected to study at the International Lenin School in Moscow. 

The ILS, established after Lenin’s death, was probably the most privileged of the 
training schools for Communist militants in Moscow, and every possible facility 
was provided for the students. Duplicated study notes were distributed to them 
and these notes, brought back to England by Wicks in 1930, form the basis of 
the deposit described below. Many of the works translated for the students have 
been published at other times, but drawn together as the basis for study they 
are indicative of the training which was regarded as necéssary for a leading 
Communist militant at that period. 

On his return from Moscow in 1930, Wicks was associated with the Left 
Opposition in Britain and was expelled from the CPGB in 1932 with R. Groves, 
Flower, and, later, Stuart Purkiss, B. Williams and Henry Sara. Harry Wicks 

has been associated with the Trotskyist movement from that date.
